LITTLE GIRLS 
FIRE’S VICTIMS 


Sheriff Shipp. Deputy Sheriff Gibson 
find four other residents of Hamilton 
County, Tenn., were declared yesterday 
to be guilty of contempt of the Su¬ 
preme Court of the United States, in 
combining in a conspiracy In 1905 to 
lynch a negro named Jotoixoh. sen¬ 
tenced to death for criminal assault. 
Johnson was lynched after he had been 
granted an appeal by the Supremo 
Court. Sentence will be passed upon 
the six men next Tuesday week. The 
opinion of the court was handed down 
by Chief Justice Fuller. Justice Peck- 
ham prepared a dissenting opinion, 
which was concurred in by two other 
members of the court.

Dresses Catch Fire On tin 
Operahouse Stage. 


During the debate in the Senate Sen. 
&tor Hey burn spoke of the Republican 
platform as having been written In an 
hour of fright, and Senator Halley de¬ 
clared be did not propose to be bound 
by the platfonu adopted by the Demo¬ 
crats at Denver. Mr. Bailey made a 
epetch of some length toward the close 
of the session. In which he expressed 
the opinion that enactment of the 
pending tariff bill would see the dis¬ 
integration of the Republican party. 


The Supreme Court of the United 
Estates yesterday decided the case of the 
Adams Express Company vs. the Com¬ 
monwealth of Kentucky, Involving the 
right of the company to ship liquor Into 
a local option county, contrary to the 
law of the State, in favor of the com¬ 
pany. The cose involved the shipment 
of whisky from Indiana and Tennessee 
to Bonnicville, for which the cottipa- 
ay was fined 950 for each offense by 
the Circuit Court of Hart County. 


Secretary of War Dickinson said all

Boyd's 
school, where the little girls of the moat 
prominent families in town receive their 
education One of the features of the 
progtamine was the fancy drill. The 
children were dressed In white fluffy 
clothing.

After several Intricate maneuvers had 
been executed the lights were extin¬ 
guished and almost immediately electric 
candles flushed In the hand of each of ike 
fifty girls. 

While the applause drawn by the pret¬ 
ty picture was still ringing, little Doro¬ 
thy Clay, In tor excitement, dropped the 
candle. The audience gasped as the 
flames caught the light muslin As the 
little girls near Dorothy turned to her 
aid their dresses also were ignited. Mra 
Boyi*. who had been directing tho drfli 
from the wings, rushed to the mils girls 
and attempted to smother the flumes.

Panic In Audience. 


Meantime pandemonium reigned In the 
house. Frantic parents rushed wildly for 
the stage lo grasp their children. Others, 
seeing their own with clothing already 
ablase, fairly fought the'.r way to the 
stage. On the other side of the foot¬ 
lights the frightened children were try¬ 
ing to get out Into the audience, where 
their parents were. Little I^nuls* Mar¬ 
shall. her dress afire, leaped over the 
footlights and Into her aunt's lap. 

Several cool - headed men, removing 
their coats, took each a burning child 
and finally smothered the flames, but too 
late to save the lives of some of the 
children.

CALDWELL UNABLE 
TO GIVE EOND OF $200 

WAIVES EXAMINATION ON 
CHARGE OF ENTICING GIRLS— 
REMANDED TO JAIL. 


Columbus. Ind, Muy 24.—(Special.]— 
Tho purely of tho peace proc©©dlng* 
against Charles W. Caldwell, a local law¬ 
yer and schoolteacher, who la charged 
in one of the affidavits against him with 
having tried to entice' Belah and Helen 
Kciny from I heir homo for Immoral pur¬ 
poses. was railed for trial In & magis¬ 
trate's court here this afternoon, but tto 
defendant waived preliminary hearing and 
appealed the coxes to tho Circuit Court. 

Caldwell, wno umped slightly on ac¬ 
count of a gunshot wound recently In¬ 
flicted on turn by tto Rcjuy girls’ father, 
was quite composed in court and assisted 
his attorney in conducting his defense. 

The Homy girts, wno are ng*>i id and 
14 yeai* respectively were ai>o in court 
and w*«re attired In dresses tnat reached 
to their knees and gave them a decidedly 
childlike appearance. Caldwell s bond was 
fixed at $*uo. which he failed to give and 
nt was returned to jail. 

His case will hot to tried until the Sep¬ 
tember term of the Circuit Court, yet he 
says he will be able to give bond as soon 
os tho divorce case hied against him by 
his wife is tried, as too restraining order 
placed agaiiMit his dts|»osing of his prop¬ 
erty will then be released and he can ra.se 
the necessary 9-*u0.

KENTUCKY LAW CONFLICTS 
WITH FEDERAL CONSTITUTION. 


JUSTICE HARLAN DISSENTS. 


Washington. 5Iay 24.—(Special.] — The 
United States Supremo Court to-day re¬ 
versed the Judgment of the Circuit Court 
of Hart county. Ky., in the case of the 
Adams Express Company vs. tb© Com¬ 
monwealth of Kentucky, Justice Harlan, 
dissenting. Justice Brewer delivered the 
opinion of tho court. 

It was contended that the Kentucky 
statute, os applied to the transportation 
of Ilqour trum State to State, was In 
conflict with the section of the Federal 
Constitution giving Congress control 
over Interstate commerce. This conten¬ 
tion was denied by the State court, and 
thus a question arose under the 1- icrai 
Constitution decldoa adversely lo the 
plaintiff in error. 

Justice Brewer said: "Liquor, however 
obnoxious and hurtful it may be in the 
Judgment of many, is a recognised article 
ol commerce." 

The court then quotes from tho decision 
of Justice White In the Vance A Vander- 
crook Company case, which says: "The 
proposition is well established that In© 
right to send liquors from one State Into 
another, and the act of sending the 
same, is Interstate commerce, tto regu¬ 
lation whereof lias been committed by 
the Constitution to Congress, and, hence, 
that a Slate law which denies such a 
right or substantially interferes with or 
hamper* the same it In conflict with the 
Constitution." "Clearly in the coses 
cited." said the court, "the State statute 
capfiot be nun turned The Judgmeut of 
tiie vircuu Court of Hart county Is re¬ 
versed. and the case remanded to that 
court for further proceedings not Incon¬ 
sistent with the Views expressed." 

In this case, which has attracted some 
Interest, the facts were agreed upon. W. 
G. Sharp was a resident of Hart county 
who bought and paid for liquor in Nash- 
vllle. Tenn., and New Albany, Ind. The 
sellers were licensed dealers In the*© 
places, and shipped th- liquors to him. 
prepaying express charges. Hart was in 
the habit of becoming intoxicated, and 
tho defendant's agent In Hart county 
knew of this fact when ho delivered the 
liquor. 

At the trial the court ruled "that the 
said transportation and delivery of liq¬ 
uor to said ghurp by defendant did not 
constitute interstate commerce, and that 
the defendant is guilty of knowingly 
furnishing whisky to an inebriate. The 
defendant prayed an appeal lo the Court 
of Appeals of Kentucky, w'hlch w-as de¬ 
nied. and the case was brought to the 
Supreme Court.

THREE JUSTICES DISSENT. 


Washington. May 24—For the first 
time In so serious a case the Supreme 
Court of tho United States will, on next 
Tuesday week, undertake to mete out pim 
ishtnent for the crime of contempt of tl»» 
court Itself, and the importance ©f the 
occasion will bo enlianccd ky tho number 
of defendants. 

The proceeding will take place In con¬ 
nection with the cases of Sheriff Shipp 
and Deputy Sheriff Glbaon. of Hamilton 
county. Tenn., and of four other resl- 
denta of that county, named respectively 
Williams. Nolan. Padgett and May. These 
men were declared by tne court to bo 
guilty of an act of contempt In combin¬ 
ing In DOS in a conspiracy to lynch a 
negro named Johnson, who had been sen¬ 
tenced to death by tho local court! on 
lh« charge of criminal assault and In 
whose cast the Supreme Court had In¬ 
terfered to the extent of granting an ap¬ 
peal. which had tho effect of a super¬ 
sedeas. On tho night following the an¬ 
nouncement of the court'a action John- 
aon wum taken out of the jail in Chatta¬ 
nooga by a mob and lynched. There was 
no resistance on the part of th© Jail au¬ 
thorities and 8hlpp and a number of his 
deputies, as svell as about twenty ciU- 
xena. were proceeded against on the 

charge of contempt of tho Federal Court.

Three Found Guiltless. 


Tho case has been pending ever since 
and the number of defendants was from 
time to time reduced to nine. Of these 
nine tbreo were to-day foun* guiltless, 
while the'other six were ordered to to 
brought Into court next Tuesday for sen¬ 
tence.

J—The 
movement to have rough lumber put on 
the free list was deflated in the tomato 
this afternoon by an overwhelming vote 

of fit to H 

After a day of debate, the 4 vote was 
taken shortly before the Senate adjourn¬ 
ed on the amendment offered by Senator 
McCumher. of North Dakota, which 
sought to have stricken from the bill the 
rate of $1 a thousand feet on sawed lum¬ 
ber. Both parties were spilt upon the 
vote. Only ten of the twenty-live votes 
In favor of free rough lumber were cast 
by Democrats, while the othor seventeen 
Democrats present and voting were In 
favor of a duty. Fifteen Republicans 
voted for free lumber and thirty-nine t »r 
the duty. 

It was the largest "Insurgent" vote 
thus far polled against the Aldrich forces, 
but the attitude of many Democrat* in 
favor of a duty completely negatived the 
strength which the free-lumber Repub¬ 
licans had been able to muster.

Dolliver Joins Aldrich. 


Another oddity about the vote was the 
fact that two of the Insurgent*—Messrs. 
DolUver and Borah—voted with the Aid- 
rich committee In favor of the SI rate 
contained In the bill na reported to the 
Senate, Senator Faynter voted for free 
lumber; Senator Bradley against U. * 

Tho two Maryland Senators were on op¬ 
posite aides of the question. Senator 
Raynor was cne of the ten Democrat* 
who voted for free lumber. On the other 
band. Senator Smith, of Maryland, cast 
his vote in tovor of defeating the Me- 
Cumber proposal. Senator Culberson, tho 
minority leader, voted for free lumber, 
and Senator Bailey, his colleague from 
the Lone Star State, against it. Tennes¬ 
see was divided. Senator Frasier voti&g 
’ aye" and Senator Taylor "no." So was 
Georgia. Senator Clay voting for free 
iuratx r;. Bacon against it. Senator Shive¬ 
ly, of Indiana, voted lor free lumber.

The Chief Justice quoted liberally from 
an interview given out by Shipp some 
days after the lynching In which Shipp 
said that he "did not attempt to hurt any 
of the mob,” and in which he charged 
the Supreme Court with tto responsi¬ 
bility for the lynching because of Its in¬ 
terference m the case.

Helm Bruce 
and tho Rev. E. M Green, D. D., are 
named in the pamphlet, which chargee 
that while tto assembly ami congrega¬ 
tion were singing "Praise God, From 
Whom All Blesalnga Flow*," agents cm 
ployed by the Kentuckians distributed 
the pamphlet among the worship© 1 ** ike 
complainants stating they "are bold to 
affirm that perhaps no such scene was 
ever witnessed In this General Aasem 
bly." They pronounce It "an unusual 
and unfair proceeding," and state that 
heretofor© the assembly has placed an 
emphatic disapproval upon such a 
course.

The Protest. 


The protest contains a set of resolu¬ 
tion*. containing the following: 

"Whereas. A pamphlet entitled. 'Dls 
cusston on Assembly Deliverance.' has 
been addressed to th© moderator and 
members of the body, and which pamph¬ 
let, moreover, contains a grossly personal 
assault on a member of the General As¬ 
sembly." etc., etc.; 

"Resolved. That In the opinion of the 
assembly, the distribution of books, let¬ 
ters or pamphlets among the members of 
the house relative to a case pending be¬ 
fore them, or which Is expected to be 
submitted to their decision. Is an Infringe¬ 
ment upon the prerogative^ of the house, 
and ought to be discountenanced as an Il¬ 
legal and improper attempt to bios the 
Judgment of tto members. | 

The protest concludes: "If Federal 
Court forms aro to be substituted for 
the simple and practical provisions of the 
Presbyterian book of church order, and 
th© wrangles of lawyers over ail sorts of 
legal pleas are to usurp their places, we 
may ©bon sec ecclesiastical government 
displaced and gowned Judges, marshals 
and tipstaffs, and processes of Injunction. 
In place of the spiritual form of govern¬ 
ment which has been formulated from 
the revealed Word of God as the proper 
method of trying church cases.

The 
rc-poft was read by Dr. Edgar P. Hill, of 
Chicago, tv ho stirred the assembly by Ids 
description of the ignorance among Im¬ 
migrants, due. he said, to th© fact that 
no Protestant denomination, and surely 
not the Presbyterian, ha* taken the 
trouble to stir up a sufficient number of 
ministerial recruits to work umong tho 
people. 

"Why can't we get the young men to 
preach?" asked Dr Cochran.

Christianity In the home. If there Is any. 
It la gone by the time the young mau 
is ready for education. 

"Does he go for his education to a 
Christian school, a Presbyterian school? 
No. He goes to a god lags State uni vers¬ 
ify, and when be returns to his horn© 
town he puts religion at low ebb. And 
If you ministers And your churches at low 
ebb, you know w here to place the blame. 

'The need In this board of education 
is not for more money, but for men. Now 
we cannot Chrlatlamxe these State uni¬ 
versities, but we can put a shepherd in 
charge, and in this way keep these toys 
In the flock, although they are being edu¬ 
cated In godless schools."

May 24—President Taft 
sent back to the War Department the *a- 
timates submitted to him for the support 
of the military establishment for the 
fiscal year 1911. and indicated his desire 
that they should be cut approximately 
999.0u0.000.

Secretary Dickinson s visit to Panama 
and carefully scrutinised by Acting Sec¬ 
retary Oliver. *ho reduced them to 9171.- 
cftO.OOO. flMJOO.OflO lea* than th© •stivnut-** 
for U*10. but about 916.U30.000 more than tho 
appropriation* for that year. When Mr 
Taft saw the figures he expreseed hi* 
wish that they be 130.000.000 less than th* 
appropriations for L 10 .

**d in reducing the figure* by IIS.OOO.OH 
half the amount asked for hr the presi¬ 
dent. and they have now been submitted 
to Secretary Dickinson for final consid¬ 
eration.

Oklahoma City, Okla., May U. — Five 
persons are dead, at i*a*t ten seriously 
injured, several thousand acres of crops 
are inundated, and every stream In the 
northern # and eastern part of the State 
raging as a result of almost unprece¬ 
dented rains during iho past twenty-four 
hours in Oklahoma. A number of houses 
have been washed away.

May 24.—Not only did 
the General Assembly of tho Cumberland 
Presoyterinn Church declare It* udher- 
eoca to the principles of prohibition to¬ 
day. but went a step further, adopting 
resolutions declaring that "no person oi

PROSECUTION'S STOCK ISSUE' 


Meet To-night At Headquarters At 
Fourth Avenue and Mar¬ 
ket Street 


San Francisco, Cal.. May 24.—Francis J. 
Heney. prosecutor of Patrick Calhoun, 
president of the United Railroads on a 
bribery charge, went Into the camp of the 
defense lor several of hlfe witnesses to¬ 
day. 

It appeared tliat the State was ap¬ 
proaching the end of lu long roll of wit- 
ik'Skcs and hopes were expressed that an¬ 
other fort night would end the trial, which 
entered to-day on Its twentieth week. 

This afternoon's session was devoted 
to the examination of Thomas H. Gibson, 
a detective In the employ of the United 
Railroads, of George R Ft rotary 

of the company’s legal department, and of 
Luther Brown, a Loa Angt-h-a attorney 
active in behalf of the defense. 

Mr. Heney asked Gibson to explain his 
part In tho Investigation of tlve dynamite 
explosion that wrecked tine Oakland home 
of James L. Gallagher, one of the chief 
witnesses for ths prosecution, and Imper¬ 
iled the lives of Gallagher and seven other 
inmate* of the house. 

Mr Heney * question* carried many 
charges that Gibson denied, but the wit¬ 
ness admitted that Its had been directed 
to look Into the affair by Thorn well Mui- 
fatlley. assistant to Mr Calhoun. When 
oaktd what he discovered, Gibson said: ’ 

"1 found that two men were arrested 
and held In Oakland for a couple of 
weeks, ami lhat one had bought ten 
pounds of dynamite. His name was Wil¬ 
helm. and 1 suposo he was working for 
William J. Bum*” 

* \Vlmt report of the matter did you 
make to William M. Abbott 7" ask* 4 He¬ 
nry. 

**i told him I thought Bums and Wff- 
helm had a hand In it. and thak the ox- 
plosion wa* brought about to Create a 
fooling against Mr. Calhoun," said the 
witness. 

"Did you think Bums wanted to kill 
OaJlnghsr?" asked tho prosecutor. 

"I did not." replied Gibson. "I had 
reason to believe that the people who 
lives! In the house were all In the back 
yard by arrangement when the explosion 
occurred." 

Mr Heney asked Gibson If he hod not 
attempted to Interfere with Bum* when 
the latter returned from the East und be- 
c.irt an Investigation of tho dynamiting 
The defense objected and Mr. Heticv de¬ 
clared iui attempt was mode to sflt'ioe 
Gallagher by sssnaslnating him. nnd that 
the agents of ths United Railroad* were 
innstrumental In the effort to suppress 
evidence of crime. 

Stanley Moore, of the defense, char¬ 
acterised the charges os "faLse as hell." 
declaring that the dynamiting wan a 
stock issue of tho prosecution, to be 
lugged In against every defendant. 

Secretory Frxncts In hie testimony ad¬ 
mitted having received from John Helms, 
formerly cornected with the United Rail¬ 
road* detective bureau, a filing cublnet 
and a quantity of documents, which 
Helms sllegcb were reports on Jurors and 
other matter abstracted fiom Bums’ 
office. 

He testified that he had received money 
from Abbott to pay Helm* and other 
men engaged In similar work. 

Luther G. Brown declared he had never 
arrang'd for Alexander Latham, one* a 
chauffeur for Abraham Ruef, to enter 
the employ of his (Brown’s) father-in- 
law, and that ho never knew of such em¬ 
ployment. 

Brown admitted certain activities as a 
detective for th e UnBe d Railroads.

George Lawler, who vrai one of the old¬ 
est Confederate veteran* of Xvsntucky 
and a nicmlwr of tho famous Orphnn 
Brigade, died at the infirmary connected 
with the Confederate Home at Fswee 
Valley ut 5 o'clock yesterday afternoon 
of tho Infirmities «*f ng*** 

During hi* long life of S3 year* he had 
not been ill at aJl until two weeks ago. 
Then ht* was confined to his bed. and 
gradually grew weaker until he sunk Into 
unconsciousness at an early hbur yes¬ 
terday morning. He did Hot tolly, and 
the attending physician* gave up hope. 

Mr. Lawler entered the Confederate 
army at Frankfort. Ky.. at the outbreak 
of the Civil War. Ho was appointed a 
corporat of Company E. Fourth Ken- 
tuck/ Infantry. September 13, LH51. The 
history of the Orphan Brigade record* 
that he fought nt Shiloh, Murfreesboro. 
Chlckamanpa. Mission Rtdge. Rook Face 
Gup. Resactt. from Dallas to Atlanta, 
Peach Tree and Intrenchment Crtn*k. lie 
was wounded nnd captured at Shiloh, 
and wu wounded at Murfreesboro and In 
other engagement*, receiving In all five 
bullet wounds. . _ , . 

He was admitted to the Confederate 
Home from Covington. Ky.. in 1903. and 
soon !>©ceme one of th* most popular 

S r.esta. He Is survived by two *ons— 
<~org« R. Lawler at Covington, und the 
other at Indianapolis, and one daughter, 
living in Ohio.

A valuable Jersey cow belonging to Dan 
Nagle, of Coral Ridge, two mllee west of 
South Park, developed hydrophobia last 
week and was shot Saturday nn the ad¬ 
vice of a veterinarian who was called 
In to take cnarge of the case.

The Unemployed and the State. 

Very startling and radical are tho 

relief proposals of the British Govem- 

% 

ment as outlined a few days ago by 
Winston Spencer Churchill. The at¬ 
tempt which they tnako to deal with 
the Question of the unemployed is stir¬ 
ring Great Britain a a profoundly as the 
Lloyd -Gporge budget, and lu likely to 
havo results more permanent. Bud- 
Tgeta come and go. fiscal expedients ad¬ 
mittedly temporary, must outlive their 
period of trial, but experience teaches 
that schemes of State aid once adopted 
lead only to further extensions of the 
paternalistic idea and are rarely or 
never rescinded.; ’ , 

Briefly impressed, the bill provides 
for the payment of the unemployed. It 
proposes to deal with the disheartening 
problems of social disorganization by a 
State insurance scheme, so carefully 
contrived thut even the opposition 
press welcomes the plan as the "most 
coherent and satisfactory piece of work 
on the Oovcmjnent programme.” 

The scheme Is twofold, It embraces 
. first a labor exchange feature, which 
.ahull be national, but pot compulsory, 
and which Is expected to cost 11.000.000 
yearly, and next, insurance provisions, 
involving certain specified trades and 
affecting. It Is believed. 2.500.000 work¬ 
men. Those trades which experience 
Shows to be most fluctuating In their 
conditions, are housebuilding, general 
-construction, machine trades and ship¬ 
building. Following the German plan, 
the necessary funds will be provided in 

* proportions yet to be determined by the 
Government, workmen and employers. 
How serious Is the problem may be 

‘ gathered by the statement, admitted on 
alt hands, that between seven and eight 
million people, men. women and chil¬ 
dren, were wholly or partially unem¬ 
ployed during the past winter; the con- 
quent hardship and want, the lower¬ 
ing of the national fiber and the In¬ 
evitable degradation can better 
be Imagined than described. Re¬ 
lief was largely and wisely distributed, 
but there was not, nor could there have 
. been, any Intelligent, complete and well 
organize forco prepared and compo- 
tent to deal with a social crisis of such 
appalling magnitude. 

In former years every proposal of 
this character wqb certain of vigorous 
opposition on the score that Its tenden¬ 
cy was to pauperize tho workman and 
to lower that standaid of self-reliant 
Industry so essential to tho dignity of 
labor; to-day such objections, if they 
have any weight at all. are com¬ 
pletely overshadowed by the graver, 
-more insistent perils of the demorallz- 

* lng tramp In search of work. Courage 
,* and character and health, the very de- 

•ire for work, all )b> to pieces in that 
l heart-breaking journey without an end.

Physician, Heal Thyself! 

Quoting from the Courier-Journal an 
Isolated passage touching the ruin like- 
Jy to follow an act of Prohibition to the 
State of Kentucky In general, and the 
City of Louisville in particular,, Har¬ 
per’s Weekly trolls R off trippingly as 
follows:

But If the prosperity of a State is 
absolutely dependent on tho rum busi¬ 
ness. that State is In a bud esse. Per 
haps If Kentucky, through whatever 
tribulations, can learn to lean less on 
whisky, tobacco and racehorses, it will 
be a gainer In thf end through conse¬ 
quent progress In the amenities of civili¬ 
zation While Its people are great peo 
pie, and Its humun material is unsur¬ 
passed. Its politics are u disgraco and 
its society exceptionally charged with 
disorder end deflaneo of law. 

Isn't tho State overstimulated. Colo¬ 
nel? If prohibition rages and threatens 
to overwhelm It, Is it not tho blind strug¬ 
gle of diaeaso to find a remedy? 

'If prohibition Is to ruin Kentucky', 
let her bust. For gon^ratlons she has 
traded to ^er pecuniary profit on the 
vices—or, say, the Indulgences—of man¬ 
kind. Porhaps It is partly a copsequenco 
of that trade that she Is so ungovernable, 
Let her raise more hemp awhile, and 
lees whisky!” 

Can HArpor'a Weokly think this an 
adequate, or ovqn & fair, disposition of 
the attitude of the Courier-Journal, to 
say nothing about the case of the State 
and the people of Kentucky? 

Not to rnako too much of a piece of 
unguardod flippancy, let us take it 
apart and see what it Implies and 
whither it leads. "If the prosperity of 
a State ia absolutely/dependent on the 
rum business,” exefaims our philoso¬ 
pher of Franklin Square, " It had bet¬ 
ter Just go bust, and have a receiver 
and toko a fresh start/* We make no 
rum In Kentucky, which, adopting the 
method of the Weekly's argumenta¬ 
tion, might be cited as a complete and 
sufficient answer to Ha sally. Wo do 
make whisky, however, and some hun¬ 
dreds of millions of dollars axe em¬ 
barked in the properties and business 
of distilling. We also moke boor, and 
the breweries augment the sum totals. 
Some hundred* of thousand* of peo¬ 
ple are engaged in those yid kin¬ 
dred occupation*. To thorn, at least. 
Prohibition would mean ruin. Tho 
confiscation of their properties! and 
tho destruction of their business 
would leave a “receiver" very lit¬ 
tle, If anything, to administer, whilst 
to "a fresh start,” that would 
need to bo taken elsewhere than In 
Kentucky* Louisville, Its Metropolis, 
left to hold a very empty bag. I* It 
possible to exaggerate the consequences 
of such & spoliation, and. on reflection, 
does Harper's Weekly still consider it 
a fit subject for levity? 

Take an analogous-’ example. Now 
York Is largely engaged In banking Its 
banks have grown with the growth of 
tho city. They represent not hundred*, 
but thousands, of millions of dollar* 
They are conducted for the most part 
botusKly, and are Interlaced with other 
Interests, upon which the city depends 
for Us prosperous hfa But Wall Street 
has become a synonym for gambling 
and dishonest gain. New, suppose, be¬ 
cause of the bad repUte of Wall Street, 
a measure were adopted forbidding the 
business of banking, and confiscating 
the property of the bank*, what might 
Harper’* Weekly call It, and what 
would it say of the Courier-Journal. If 
some fine day It should seo printed In 
those columns, "If the prosperity of 
New York City is absolutely dependent 
upon swindling, Jfw York l* in a bad 
ca^e,” and "If New York, through 
whatever, tribulation*, can loam to 
lean less on tickers and watered stock*, 
on fictitious quotations, and other tricks 
and devices of High Finance, It will be a 
gainer in the end through consequent 
progress In the amenities of civiliza¬ 
tion?" 

And, apropos of “the amenities of 
clvlllzaion.” what Is to be thought of 
a self •styled "Journal of Civilisation.” 
which indicts a whole people a* "oVcr- 
stlmulaUxl.” their politics "a di sterna* “ 
and their society "exceptionally 
changed with disorder," having for gen¬ 
erations "traded to their pecuniary 
profit on the Vicos?” Nay, what shall 
be thought of the sincerity* of a writer, 
or his capacity for logical deduction, 
who. using the language and argu¬ 
ment of extreme fanaticism, yet de¬ 
clares: "We thfok very small potatoes 
of prohibition; don't llko It; don't be¬ 
lieve in It?" Discounting his lack both 
of sympathy and reasonableness, ono 1* 
disposed to say to such a writer, "Fid¬ 
dlesticks!" 

Wo are not In the least sensitive. 
Kentucky la neither sugar, nor salt, 
nor tulle-over-aatln. to bo disfigured 
by a dab of printer’s Ink; although 
Harper’s Weekly owes to Truth on 
apology ami to itself reparation. Our 
“society" may lock some of the airs 
and graces of Upper Fifth Avenue, and 
our Whyo Gangs, and other Apache*, 
may want the professional skill of the 
Lower East Side; but our “politics" )h 
hardly worse than the politic* of New 
York, whilst we have not grown quite 
a* rich as New York trading "on the 
vice*.” We ran our horse* “straight. w 
when we raced them; did not dlapena*- 
poison and call it whisky; and. per 
capita, have done a* little killing to 
the square inch on our popular roof- 
gardens and about our fash Iona bio boat 
clubs a* our superior sister at the fork* 


• •f tho Hudson and ^ho Sound, not to 
mention the suggestive adjacencies of 
Spuyten-Duyvll and Hell Guta! 

Newspapers, War and Peace. 

In hi* iqttch before the Mohonkl 
conference Ambassador Bryce dis¬ 
cussed the relationship of newspapers 
to war and peace, and tho upshot of 
the* discussion was a defense of the 
newspaper. To quote the salient pas¬ 
sage of tho learned Briton'* address: 

“Why Is it that good resolutions nr- 
i*o often forgotten? Why Is tho practice 
of nations so much worso than their 
theory? 

“One of the answers most often given 
Is that Ill-feeling between nations leading 
up to war is due to the newspapers, 
which, when a dispute arise* between 
two yteoples. are accused of misrepresent 
lng the purposes and the sentiments of 
the other people, and so leading each peo 
pie to hclievo Itself wholly 111 the right 
and the other wholly In the wrong. 

"It Is not my business to defend tho 
newspapers. But In the Interests of truth 
and Justice It must bo asked whether It 
Is really they that are to blame. In ev<**y 
country the newspapers reflect the wishes 
of tho people and are whnt the people 
make them. So If the people wish that 
the newspaper* should show a truly pa¬ 
cific spirit, friendly to other nations, 
anxious to.know in case of an interna¬ 
tional dispute what the case of the other 
nation Is, then the newspapers give 
their readers facts and opinions which 
will at any rate not hinder praoe and not 
Inflame passion. Thus we come back to 
the people, who are tho ultimate master* 
both of the Government and of the 
press.” 

These Kmurk.s are p^uliarly Im¬ 
pressive because of their source; they 
aro especially deserving of serious con¬ 
sideration because of the fact? that tho 
Ambassador U a man of distinguished 
ability as an observer of modem men 
and tendencies. The newspapers should 
be pleased In having # hlm for a cham¬ 
pion. Not everybody will agree with 
Mr. Bryce In hi* position on tho sub¬ 
ject, however; not even eve O’ news¬ 
paper. 

There will be those to contend, and 
with considerable reason, that there 
are a great many newspapers that ap¬ 
pear to live for the sole purpose of 
fanning passion*, of provoking hostil¬ 
ity, of developing among the Ignorant 
prejudices and hatred. It might bo 
said that such newspapers reflect the 
public sentiment of their constituents, 
but do they? It Is more plausible to 
say that the readers of those nows- 
papers reflect tho venomous spirit of 
the newspapers. The people are fertile 
soil, os It were; they are prepared to 
become wrought up: the publishers 
know that to feed them emotionalism 
is to feed them substance which they 
or joy; hence the pages are glaring with 
red Ink and poster type. 

During the days preceding the w f ar 
between the Unlied States and Spain, 
there were published in certain part* 
of the country newspapers which were 
rabid on tho subject of war. They 
called McKinley a coward for not rush¬ 
ing headlong into a conflict, although 
the country was not ready. They 
caricatured him and they assailed tho 
Spaniard, c/ne of theip abandoned tho 
field of journalism to send an emissary 
into Havana to liberate a Cuban girl 
whom the Spanish Government had 
locked up on a charge of crime. Now, 
did such newspapers represent a cause 
or an effect? Did rhey reflect an opin¬ 
ion, or were they reflected? 

It Is not meant here to attribute to 
the yellow journal* tho possession of 
so great an influence In a nation as 
to produce war at will; yet that they 
do have a responsive audience in the 
ignorant and the Illiterate who con¬ 
stitute a large part of thwr readers 
is hardly to be denied. The ignorant 
an?Y the Illiterate, ir. turn, have a cer¬ 
tain influence In public Ufa In the 
United States they are undoubtedly 
voters and here every voter is a part 
of the Government. 

It was anything but pleasant to the 
friend of peace—even that friend who 
would go to war readily In defense of 
a natlqr.nl right or honor—to^observe 
tho hysterics of the yellow Journals 
in those days and to witness the grow¬ 
ing cscltoment among their readers. 
The papers In question simply would 
not tolerate the Idea of peace; they 
aid not Uko to have diplomacy tried 
out. 

Now. war was practically, though not 
altogether. Inevitable between the 
United States and Spain because of 
the poUtilcal dtlspute between the two 
countries, aside from any popular feel¬ 
ing. But In the midst of the hullaba¬ 
loo ral»4il by the yellow Journals there 
were newspapers which, while fearing 
the worst, were preaching calm, pa¬ 
tience and cautlpn. These counseled 
a resort to the extreme recourses of 
diplomacy. They were patriotic, but 
conservative. They di«l« much to stay 
the tide of tho animosity of tho masses 
and delay open conflict. But for the 
Inflammatory agitation of tho heedless 
and the mendacious among tho press 
the apparently Inevitable war might 
havo been miraculously skirted by 
skillful diplomatists. It happens that 
the outcome of that war was bene¬ 
ficial to the United Stales, apart from 
the mere victory, which was a fore¬ 
gone conclusion. It might not have 
been, and so, by fanning the popular 
feeling, the lecklcsa and emotional 
press might have contributed to a bad 
state of affairs. But. anyhow, surely 
the yellow journals In the Instance 
mentioned are not deserving of Mr 
Bryce’s defeiue, especially when com¬ 
pared with the sturdier and more re¬ 
strained. 

Tho concluding Sentences of the pas¬ 
sage quoted from Mr. Bryce’s address 
aro pivoted on the word "if." ••if*’ 

the people wish that the newspapers 
should show a truly pacific spirit, 
friendly to other nations, then the 
newspapers will reflect the spirit of 
peace, says the eminent Briton. It 
happens that In these days the infor¬ 
mation upon w'hlch a populace hose* 
its International feeling is derived by 
that populace from the columns of the 
newspapers. But for tho newspapers 
nowadays the people in general would 
Is? In the dark a* to foreign relations. 
If the nbwnp&ocrs publish that infor¬ 


mation in red ink. with emotional head¬ 
lines and exaggerated venom, the peo¬ 
ple who come into contact with It. If 
lacking in discrimination, will be 
wrought up. It Is thus that the news¬ 
papers may largely'control public feel¬ 
ing in such matters. And it Is pre¬ 
cisely in such cases /that tho newspa¬ 
pers may lead and not "reflect.” 

Since popular feeling may ultimately 
brget war regardless of specific pro¬ 
vocation it is a patriotic doty of news- 
papers to throw their Influence to 
peace—tho peace that makes for Indi¬ 
vidual contentment, national prosperity 
and International prestige. Populftr 
passion should not be fed as a matter 
of meritorious exploitation, but allayed 
us a matter of patriotic sn&adlty. An 
Illustration of where the newspapers 
were as a whole on the right side—the 
yellow being In the hopeless minority— 
may be recalled In the case of Cali¬ 
fornia and the Japanese. The Ameri¬ 
can newspapers Inveighed against the 
tactics adopted by the California agi 
t a tors. It was cited that California 
was but a small slice of the Union 
and the agitators themselves were but 
a small proportion of the Californians. 
Here the newspapers both led and re 
fleeted.

Back and Forth. 

It Is to be presumed that a recent 
Interlocutory decree of divorce, signed 
In favor of Mrs. Helen Margaret Kelly 
Gould against Frank J. Gould, does not 
essentially vary from others obtained 
by folk less conspicuous. Mr. Gould. It 
appears, is abundantly guilty, but ho 
Is not to be deprived, orbe et urbe, of 
the consolation of his children; Mrs. 
Gould, who may marry again. Is to di¬ 
vide their custody, even In the Christ 
mas holidays, with himself. From 4 p. 
m. Christinas eve until noon Christ 
mas day they aro hers, and until 10 the 
next morning they aro his; tho follow* 
lng year the positions are reversed 
One season they hang up their stock¬ 
ings with momroer and eat turkey with 
popper; the next year they change 
about, or, os the headlines have It, 
they “pass their children back and 
forth." Says the order: 

’On the first Friday In October and 
November the defendant shall cause the 
children to be left at the residence of the 
plaintiff. In the city of New York (or. 
If such residence be closed, st such other 
suitable place In said city as she shall 
designate), at or before 4 o’clock p. m., 
and they shall remain with her from 
that time until the following Monday 
morning, and shall then bo returned by 
her and left at the residence of the de¬ 
fendant in tho city of New York (or. If 
such residence be closed, at such other 
suitable place In sold city as he shall des 
Ignate) at or before 9 o'clock a m. Mon 
day. 

’On each alternate Friday thereafter, 
during December, January'* February, 
March and April, the plaintiff shall In 
like manner cause said children to be left 
st the residence of the defendant at or 
before 4 o’clock p. m. f and they shall re¬ 
main with him from that time until the 
following Monday morning, and shall 
then be returned by him and left at the 
residence of the plaintiff in tho city of 
New York at or before 9 o’clock a m. 
Monday. 

On each alternate Friday thereafter In 
May of each year, the defendant shall 
cause the children to be loft at the rssl 
dence of the plaintiff at or beforo 4 
o’clock P. m.. and they shall remain with 
her from that tlmo until tho following 
Monday morning, and shall then be re¬ 
turned and left at the residence of the 
defendant In the city of New York at or 
before 9 o'clock a. m. Monday. 

•Between September 15 tn each year 
and the following June 15. neither the de¬ 
fendant nor the plaintiff shall remove the 
children to a greater distance from the 
city or New York than 1(8) mile* without 
the written consent thereto of the plain¬ 
tiff or defendant as the esse may bo." 

Stnco, In such a matter, the children 
ore tho primary consideration, it may 
not be altogether out of tho way to con¬ 
sider the nice shades and feelings 
v*Mch presided over so whimsical a rul¬ 
ing. A pleamnt erukng, oven to a dl 
vorce suH, Is a happy concession to the 
romantic; but, unless the shrewd sus¬ 
picion that Justice Gerard Intended to 
pave tho wuy for a reconciliation is 
altogether baseless, then this Interlude 
of tho Gould children Va no more than 
a tragic farce. 

Tho whole business has an absurdly 
inconclusive aspect. It provides oppor¬ 
tunity for tho parents and despair for 
tho children. For what are they to 
make of the situation? They cannot 
be expected to tackle the problems 
w’hlch dismay their elders, nor to oon 
older themselves as Isolated phenomena 
the natural laws of development will 
have their way with them as with 
others, and they will ask, sooner or 
later, the why and the wherefore of 
th*« Incongruous attempt to rival the 
judgment of Solomon. What shqll be 
the answer? 

Their shifting environment, regulated 
as by ck>ck-work, would stimulate the 
Imagination of a dullard, and such chil¬ 
dren will not be dull: nor will they take 
kindly to perfunctory explanations. 
They will have a morbid curiosity, and 
will live In an unwholesome atmosphere, 
because living together is beyond the 
restraint and self-abnegation of weil- 
to-do Americana, whose appetite for 
change Includes their children.

DECREE JUST MADE PUBLIC. 


Lexington. Ky., May 24 — [Special.]— 
Judge J. Watts Parker, in the Circuit 
Court to-day, upheld tho right of the city 
and Board of Health to enforce the city 
ordinance of Compulsory vaccination. 
This action was taken in a Judgment 
sustaining a demurrer of the city to the 
suit of Lucy Elam vs. the city of Lex¬ 
ington and the city Board of Health. 
Tho court held that there was no evi¬ 
dence to show that there was cause for 
action, and dismissed tha case. In de¬ 
livering the Judgment, Judge Parker 
stated that enforcing the vaccination 
rules of the city was performing a gov¬ 
ernmental function and a municipal 
function, and that the officers and assist¬ 
ants were not liable Tor damages. About 
a year ago Miss Lucy Elam brought suit 
against the city and tho Board of Health, 
asking damages In the sum of IS.oOO, al¬ 
leging that she had sustained damages 
In that sum as a result of being com¬ 
pelled by the city Board of Health to 
undergo vaccination.

Nature of Second Indictment. 


The second Indictment against Speed, 
the one dismissed, charged that Spe*<l. 
while captain of police, had contracted 
with Frank Fleming, who hod a saloon 
at 1119 West Walnut street, to frustrate 
and block prosecution of Fleming before 
the License Board on the chargo of hav¬ 
ing sold liquors on Sunday. 

It was charged In the indictment that 
Speed was to induce witnesses in this 
prosecution to absent themselves from 
the hearing, and that he actually did pre¬ 
vail on G. Britt, of 937 Went Walnut 
street, and William Taylor, of Ml W 
Walnut street, and "other witnesses" to 
keep away from the hearing. 

On account of lock of proof, the cn*o 
against Fleming wo* filed away, and the 
prosecution frustrated. This hearing was 
set for April 3. 1908 The reasons for the 
dismissal of thla Indictment appear on 
the back of the Indictment, signed by 
Ijorralne Mix. Assistant Commonwealth’s 
Attorney, and are as follows: 

"Dismissed on account of the lnsuffi 
cloncy of the *»vlde-no* upon which to se¬ 
cure a conviction, and because the Com¬ 
monwealth this day tried n similar In¬ 
dictment against Speed, where the evl 
donee wo* much stronger and of a slm 
liar nature, and the Jury acquitted Speed 
after about two minutes' deliberation; 
and because of our Inability In this case 
to show' that defendant ever received 
any money from Fleming or thnt he In¬ 
duced Britt or any other witnesses to ab¬ 
sent themselves from the proceeding* 
against Fleming before the License 
Board."

Judg* Peter Gives Reasons. 

In his opinion in the matter of the 
three Highland local option petitions 
which were heard by him a week ago last 

T hursday. Judge Arthur Peter, of the 
ounty Court, yesterday handed down an 
opinion in which he detailed hi* reason* 
for rullne os he did. The order, which, 
it is understood, wtii fix July 2 as the 
date for holding the election In the Flfty- 
flrst precinct or the Third ward, mav be 
entered to-day. It having been Indicated 
that the local option forces would mnk*- 
th© required deposit to cover the cost* 
of the ejection. 

in Judge Peter'a opinion It Is held that 
since the .Flfty-flrst precinct xva* formal 
of parts of the Flfty-flrst and Forty- 
ninth. the figures shown by the IMS elec¬ 
tion must be taken a* a criterion bv 
which to Judge of the number of voters 
In that precinct. 

It was shown that the number of po 
tltloners necessary to call for a local op¬ 
tion election In the precincts named was 
as follows- 

Forty-first precinct. 77 tote*; Forty 
ninth precinct. 75 votes; Fifty-first pre¬ 
cinct, $9 rotes. That tho petitions ware 
Sufficiently signed Is a fact, but a great 
many signers withdrew their names fit 
the lost moment. This, the court held, 
was within the rights of the signers, 
rounsel for the petitioners excepted t> 
thla ruling. 

Judge Peter ruled that merely because 
rotors had not registered wn* no reason 
why they could not competently sign such 
a petition. The signers whi had n«d reg¬ 
istered had proved their right to vote in 
the precincts named. The decision cites 
the fact that the withdrawal of names 
from the petitions In the Forty-ninth and 
Forty-first preclrcts had reduced the 
number below what la required for toe 
call of nn election. In the Fifty-first pre¬ 
cinct. however, an election Is ordered. 

Invokes Interstate Commerce Law. 

Suing the Southern Railway in Ken¬ 
tucky for $357 09, alleged overcharges on 
whisky shlnuni to point* In California. 
Julius Kessler 4c Co. plead* that the de¬ 
fendant ha* violated the regulations of 
the Interstate Commerce Commission. It 
Is set forth that the defendant has re¬ 
fused to return to the plaintiff tn© al¬ 
leged overcharges, which are r«-pr©*ante<! 
ns "greater than the rate and fare ami 
charges specifier! In the tariffs filed by 
the defenasnt with the Interstate Corn- 
men*- Commission, as shown by the 
printed schedule."

Is This a Hunch On Sir MartinP 

Lrxtngton. K>\. May 24.—[Special.!—In 
a recent Issue of the London Sportsman, 
a copy of which was received hero to¬ 
day. a correspondent calls attention to 
the fact that this year the English Derby 
Is run on Wednesday. May 35, which Is 
also the day on which tho Jewish Pente¬ 
cost falls this year. The writer points 
out the remarkable fact that only thro# 
times within the post thirty years has the 
Derby been run on the same day on 
which Pentecost Is held, and that on 
each of these three occasions a home 
whose name began with Sir has won the 
great English rare.

Langford opened tho third round with 
u hard left to the face, nftd he used this 
blow effectively several time* before the 
forqr sounded. Hague, however, partial¬ 
ly closed the American’s eye with a hard 
tight swing. 

The men came together In a fast mix- 
up at the opening of the fourth round, 
nnd Langford put a terrific right on the 
Yorkshire maos chin, which ended the 
contest. 

A record crowi* saw the fight, and th* 
American was a warm favorite, consid¬ 
erable money being brt at 2 to 1 and 6 
to 2 on him to win. There was some dls- 
put© when the men came Into the ring 
over the bandages on Hague’s hands, but 
l*nngford's objections were speedily 
overrome and the Yorkshire man was al¬ 
lowed to wear them.

KENTUCKY BLIND SCHOOL WINS 

THE NATIONAL IHAMPiONSHIP 


Scores 3S2-3 Points In the National Athletic Contest 0 
Schools For the Sightless, In Which Eighteen 
Teams Take Part 




1IB track and field loam of the 
Kentucky Institution for lha 
Blind won tho national athletic 
championship of ichoola for the 
blind In the second annual contest, which 
was held last Saturday by all the larger 
schools for the blind from Massachusetts 
to South Carolina to California. Each 
school hold a contest simultaneously on 
Its own field and the record! were sent 
to a committee, which compared the rec¬ 
ords and announced the results. The find¬ 
ing of the committee was received hero 
yesterday. 

The local school, although having one 
of the youngest teams In the contest, 
scored 3ft 2-3 }>oinls. winning an easy vic¬ 
tory over the Western Pennsylvania In¬ 
stitution for the Blind ut Pittsburg, its 
nearest competitor, which scored lft 2-3 
points. 

The victory of Kentucky was largely 
due to the magnificent work of Elijah 
Brown and Spurgeon Smith, who wore In 
apJendld form and who scored 37 points 
between them. 

Smith, after clearing 19 feet 10 Inches 
in the running broad jump, throwing the 
bnHcball 300 feet S inches and leaping 30 
feet 1 Inch In the three consecutive 
jumps, went Into the dashes, winning 
timt In the 7ft-yord dash and second In 
the 60-yard. 

Brown, a* usual, did excellent work in 
the standing high and standing broad 
jumps, and had Tittle trouble In winning 
both events. He also took second place 
In the thrn- consecutive Jumps. 

One of the best records of the contest 
was made by Dunn, a totally blind boy of 
the Kantern Pennsylvania School at Phil¬ 
adelphia. who threw the 12 -pound rtbot 
38 feet ft inches, Henderson, a partially 
blind boy of the Maryland School won the 
Bft-yard dash, covering the distance In the 
remarkable time of 5 1-6 seconds. 

The Illinois School, at Jacksonville. 


which won the national conest last year, 
was a sore disappointment, falling to 
•core but a single point.

Senator McCutub©r replied that tho un¬ 
derlying principles of protection to-day 
hud no relation to the lumber Industry 
of the United States, "but with the solid 
wall of protection for lumber I find nerv, 
1 know' the chances of th© adoption of my 
amendment are not very bright.”

one country to the other, Senator Clapp 
declared that In view or this condition 
there could never be any great difference 
In cost of production. 

Dtacuaalng the efforts of Republican 
Senators from Die Northwest to have lum¬ 
ber placed on Ute fr«j© list. Mr. Bailey de¬ 
clared that the pussn&o bt the Pay no 
tariff bill will mark the disintegration of 
the Republican party.

Repudiates His Platform. 


Mr. Bailey predicted that the next tariff 
revision would h© along line© lower thun 
the present revision. He declared he did 
not intend to be bound by tho tariff plank 
of the Denver platform of the Democratic 
party, which favored free lumber. He 
said the tariff plank dkl not embody Dem¬ 
ocratic principles. 

Mr. Bailey expressed the same opinion 
regarding the free entry of all raw mate¬ 
rials.
